WAR SUMMARY 


(By the Associated Press) 


Petrograd is being evacuated by the Bolshevik! gov- 


ernment. Moscow, the ancient capital, is to again become 
the seat of the Russian government, while Petrgorad is to 
be made a free port. 


The population of Petrograd is quitting it hurriedly 


and various government departments are removing further 
inland away from the German invader. Bolsheviki coun- 
cils in Moscow and the provinces are said to be more opposed 
to the Germans and a separate peace than those in Petro- 
grad. 


Previous reports that the hard terms of the German 


peace treaty which take from Russia thousands of square 
miles in Europe and Asia, would not be accepted by the all- 
Russian congress of workmen's and soldiers' delegates, in- 
dicated also the the non-peace elements in the Bolsheviki 
ranks were gaining the upper hand. Evacuation of Petro- 
grad was mentioned as one of the measures the war party 
proposed. 


Refusal of the peace treaty by the congress when it 


meets at Moscow next week probably will cause the down- 
fall of Lenine and Trotzky, if they do not resign beforehand. 
A section of the Bolsheviki is said to lean toward the social 
revolutionists of the Left, who have been opposed to the 
Lenine regime and inclined to be friendly to the entente al- 
lies, although favorable to an immediate general peace. 


Apparently Germany unwillingly played into the hands 


of the all-Russian congress by granting a respite before the 
treaty should"be ratified. Reports from Petrograd indicate 
that the congress and allied organizations will use the inter- 
vening days in recruiting an army and preparing for a de- 
fense against the Germans. 


.American Consul Tredwell has returned to Petrograd 


along with Raymond Robins, head of the permanent Red 
Cross to Russia. Removal of the government to Moscow , 
probably will compel themjto go there also. 


On the fighting fronts in France and Italy there has 


been little activity except by the artillery. 
There have 


been no further details of the American repulse of an enemy 
attack in Lorraine.
